This letter is regarding to your Centers for Disease Control and Prevention and Agency for Toxic 
Substances and Disease Registry (CDC/ATSDR) Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of January 8, 
2019, assigned # 19-00320-FOIA, for: 

1. A copy of any emails sent or received between 01/01/2016 and 01/01/2018 by Dr. Pierre 
Rollin with the keyword "Guinea" and "sample" in the subject line or body of the email. 

2. A copy of any emails sent or received between 01/01/2016 and 01/01/2018 by Dr. Pierre 
Rollin with the keyword "Sandia" in the subject line or body of the email. 

3. A copy of any emails sent or received between 01/01/2016 and 01/01/2018 by Dr. Pierre 
Rollin with the keyword "Phoenix" in the subject line or body of the email. 

4. A copy of any emails sent or received between 01/01/2014 and today by Dr. Pierre Rollin 
to/from any Sandia employees, as defined by their email domain: @sandia.gov. 

Your request was assigned #19-00320-FOIA. 

In an email dated February 13, 2019, in which you narrowed the scope of your request to “only #4” [A 
copy of any emails sent or received between 01/01/2014 and today by Dr. Pierre Rollin to/ffom any 
Sandia employees, as defined by their email domain: @sandia.gov]. 

We located 182 pages of responsive records (33 pages released in full or part; 149 pages referred to other 
federal agencies). After a careful review of these pages, some information was withheld from release 
pursuant to 5 U.S.C. §552 Exemption (b)(6). 

EXEMPTION 6 

Exemption 6 protects information in personnel and medical files and similar files when disclosure would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. The information that has been withheld under 
Exemption 6 consists of personal information, such as personal cell phone numbers. We have determined 
that the individual(s) to whom this information pertains has a substantial privacy interest in withholding it. 

As stated above, documents belonging to other agencies were found in our search: Department of Energy 
(91 pages); Department of State (58 pages). In accordance with the Department’s implementing 
regulations, CDC does not make decisions on the release or denial of other agencies’ documents. 
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We have referred your request and relevant records to these agencies for their release determination and 
direct reply to you.
